Both are against the as­ 
sumption of new obligations that are not obviously necessary to 
the public welfare. Both are for liquidating public debts as rap­ 
idly as may be done without putting too heavy a burden on the 
present generation. 
Both are firm believers in the budget sys­ 
tem and in orderly business processes as applied in the admin­ 
istration of public affairs. 
Both are for governmental organiza­ 
tion that minimizes over-lapping effort, definitely locates respon­ 
sibility, and procures in service the utmost in compensation for 
the dollar of the taxpayer. 
Considerably more than half of the Fergus Falls speech is de­ 
voted to this subject of economy and saving of money. Governor 
Christianson pledges himself to carry on, if re-elected, as he has 
carried on the last 20 months in office 
He reiterates the pledges 
made in his campaign two years ago. He did not hold forth th< 
promise then of the working of miracles in tax reduction, nor 
does he do so now, but he lets it be understood that it will lie no 
fault of his if the check on expenditures already accomplished is 
not continued as an enduring state policy. 
More than that, he 
cites the records to show that the business practices that have been 
put into Minnesota state government since he took office have 
been amply vindicated by what has been saved. He offers as an 
exhibit that in the first year of its functioning the budget board 
has effected a saving of $683,678.67 for the departments placed 
by the reorganization law unc&r the finance board. 
The thrift 
accomplished represents 4.6 per cent of the appropriations for 
these departments. 
If economy and efficiency are the compelling watchwords of 
government in Minnesota, what have the other gubernatorial can­ 
didates to offer that may give them precedence in the favor of the 
voters?

Precious Stones Distributed 
All Over Earth. 


Precious stones come from most out- 
of-the-way places, says a jeweler In 
the Cincinnati Enquirer. 
“The 
diamond comes 
from India, 
Brazil and South Africa. 
Although 
the diamond is nearly alw ays water- 
clear in color, there are blue, green 
and yellow stones. 
As distinct from a 
white topaz, which is always quite 
water-clear In color, a yellow diamond 
has just a faint yellow tinge in It. 
The ancient Greeks knew the stone, 
and because it could not he cut and 
carved in those days like other stones 
on account of its hardness they gave 
it the name of Adorns. 
“The ruby, which is next in hardness 
and was used so lavishly in the crown 
Jewels and regalia of the king of Kur- 
mah, now in the Indian section of the 
Victoria and 
Albert museum. South 
Kensington, comes from Burma, Cey­ 
lon. Mandalay, Afghanistan and Siam. 
There are also ruby mines In Aus­ 
tralia. 
“The spinel, which is distinct from 
the ruby proper, is a clear, bright red 
with a bluish tone. 
The choicest ru­ 
bies are those the color of pigeon’s 
blood, which come from Burma. 
The 
Indian ruby is lighter In color than 
those from other places. 
Weight for 
weight the perfect ruby Is of much 
higher value than the diamond, hut 
the stone Is so full of flaws that it can­ 
not he cut to the same advantage as 
the diamond. 
“Tile sapphire, which is of such a 
beautiful 
blue, comes 
front 
Burma. 
Ceylon, Borneo and Australia. 
It Is 
also found in Europe in tho Rhine val­ 
ley.

“The emerald is the fliest valuable

The earliest emeralds we know 
of were those that came front Cleo- j 
patra’s mines in Eeypf.

were afterward found to have come; 
j they have more (lash and are o f a 
I richer and deeper color than those 
front other countries. 
"The aquamarine conies from the 
Ural mountains in Russia and also 
front Brazil; In color it ranges from 
a pale sen green to a bluey tinge. 
The 
niorgantte is more commonly known as 
the pink ‘beryl' and contes from Mad­ 
agascar; at its finest it Is of a pinky 
mauve orchid tint. 
It was given the 
name of ‘morganito’ on the occasion of 
the late J. P. Morgan giving to Eng­ 
land the largest known specimen of it, 
which is now In the mineral gallery 
of the Natural History museum, South 
Kensington.”
